Johnson, Aides Fly 
To Guam Next Week 
For Strategy Huddle 


PARIS (AP) - French voters 
mauled the prestige of Presi­ 
dent Charles de Gaulle's gov­ 
ernment badly Sunday and left 
his forces with a majority of 
only one to three votes in the 
National Assembly. Even that 
narrow margin was in doubt. 


With two of the 487 Assembly 
seats still undecided, the Minis­ 
try of Interior reported candi­ 
dates pledged to De Gaulle had 
won 244 seats, or a majority of 
at least one in the full Assem­ 
bly. 


Other checks of the candi­ 


dates* political labels indicated 
the Gaullists had won only 243 
seats, while the combined oppo­ 
sition had 241 or 242. French 
political experts varied in their 
assessment of the situation. 


The election for one seat in 
Tahiti will be held next Sunday. 
Another seat is being held for 
French Somaliland in case that 
African territory decides in a 
referendum next Sunday to re­ 
main with France rather than 
choosing independence. 


The Gaullists had a solid 40- 
seat majority in the outgoing 


National Assembly. 


Hie president’s personal ten­ 
ure was not affected, he having 
been elected in 1965 for a seven- 
year term. But whether De 
Gaulle will have a “governable” 
assembly will apparently hinge 
on a bloc of at least 30 and pos­ 
sible 42 seats controlled by Jean 
Lecanuet’s Center Democrats. 
Lecanuei indicated before the 
elections that he would support 
the Gaullists on certain issues if 
they showed signs of adjusting 
to his demands. These include 
European unity and continua­ 


tion of the Atlantic Alliance. 


The voters knocked four of De 
Gaulle’s ministers out—Foreign 
Minister Maurice Couve de 
Murville, 
Defense 
Minister 
Pierre Messmer. Veterans Min­ 
ister Alexandre Sanguinetti, and 
Jean Charbonnel, in charge of 
cooperation with former French 
African territories. 


The GauUist defeat, which 
had not been foreseen in public 
opinion polls, was fashioned 
largely by a smooth working 
electoral pact forged by the 
strong French Communist party 


and the leftist federation of So­ 
cialists and other non-Commu- 
nist leftists. 


The agreement brought the 
left surging into French politics 
in strength recalling the days of 
the victorious Popular Front in 
1930. 


The runoff election also was 
marked by the political come­ 
back of leftist Pierre Mendes- 
France, who as premiese ended 
the French Indoechinese war in 
1954. 
Mendes-France handily 
defeated a Gaullist in Grenoble.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s Vietnam strate­ 
gy huddle in Guam next week — 
though not expected to include 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky — is 
regarded as another attempt, to 
dramatize the U.S. military and 
civil development commitment 
to Ky’s war-torn country. 


Ky attended Johnson’s last 
two Paciflfejogmlav««-ifp 
Hon­ 
olulu in February IMS and at 
Manila last October. 


But sources indicated the 
Guam session, announced Sat­ 
urday night, will probably in­ 
volve only top Americans, in­ 
cluding Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk, Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara, Ambas­ 
sador to Saigon Henry Cabot 
Lodge, and Gen. William West­ 
moreland, commander of U.S. 
troops in Vietnam. 


Johnson is to leave late Satur­ 
day and arrive early Monday 
Guam time.

House press secretary, said the 
meetings are expected to last 
“a short time — a few days at 
the most.”

It is not expected that any 
major change in U.S. policy will 
come out of the meeting, but 
that emphasis will be placed on

sure and intensifying attempts 
to win over the South Vietnam­ 
ese people through economic 
and political development.

Hanoi Radio 
claimed Sunday thait U.S. planes 
bombed an area within Hanoi 
city limits.

for its halt as a means of pro­ 
moting peace talks, Johnson is 
believed disillusioned with such 
efforts and believes instead that 
the price of the war for North 
Vietnam must be raised. 


Approve Kennedy Plan 


There were more antibombing 
statements Sunday, with the 
most unique development com­ 
ing at a state meeting of the 
California Democratic Council 
in Fresno. 


Delegates of the volunteer or­ 
ganization representing 30,000 
members 
adopted 
a 
policy 
statement that unless the war 
ends by September, the organi­ 
zation will oppose Johnson in 
1988 California presidential pri­ 
mary with a slate of delegates 
pledged to a peace candidate. 


They also shouted approval 
for U.S. Sen. Robert F. Kenne­ 
dy’s plan for peace — cessation 
of bombing of the North as a 
prelude to immediate peace 
talks. 


Johnson, who spent Saturday 
night and most of Sunday at his 
Camp David, Md., retreat, may 
go from Guam direct to the LBJ 
Ranch in Texas for Easter 
weekend, one source said. 


SAIGON (AP) — U.S. war­ 
planes made their heaviest 
strikes against North Vietnam 
in four months Sunday, concen­ 
trating their strongest attacks 
cn an electric power center 32 
miles northwest of Hanoi. 


Seizing upon breaks in the 
weather, the American fighter- 
bombers from Thailand unload­ 
ed tons of bombs on the Viet Tri 
power complex, sending black 
and brown smoke billowing 3.- 
000 feet in the air and visible in 
Hanoi. 


Although Hanci radio claimed 
U.S. jets hit'the capital itself, a 
U.S. spokesman said the Viet 
Tri strike was the only one in 
the Hanoi area. Apart from hit­ 
ting the power comgpCeoc, Ameri­ 
can fliers struck only at antiair­ 
craft gun positions in the im­ 
mediate area, he said. 


The spokesman raid 128 mis­ 
sions were flown against the 
North Sunday, meaning that 
possibly 400 planes took part. It 
was the busiest day in the air 
war since Nov. 8. 


One American jet was lost 
during the day and its two-man 
crew was reported misring. It 
was an RF4C Phantom photore­ 
connaissance plane which evi­ 
dently Went in after the raids. 


One Soviet-designed MIG was 
sighted tar, the American pilots 
but it made no firing^asMs. ' 
U. S. spokesmen also reported 
sharp ground battles Sunday in 
the vital central highlands and 
an unusually high number of 
guerrilla attacks against iso- 
lted outposts. The ground ac­ 
tion reflected apparent Commu­ 
nist determination to concen­ 
trate on hit-and-run assaults to 
increase allied casualties. 


The Air Force spokesman 
said that heavy weather cloeed 
in on the Hanoi area just after 
the big American strikes. Most 
of the other Air Force, Navy 
and Marine strikes during the 
day fell on supply lines down 
the southern coast. 


One flight of planes coming 
off the Viet Tri power plant 
raid, with their tombs all gone, 
lucked on a convoy of 50 trucks. 
Hie flight flashed down with 
20mm cannon blazing and left 
many trucks aflame, a spokes­ 
man said.

DETROIT (AP) —Wielding 
more power within the union 
ever before, skilled tradesmen 
of the United Auto Workers are 
likely to. set two new contract 
goals, other than a guaranteed 
annual income, which could 
cause strikes in the auto indus­ 
try this year. 


The tradesmen will do thedr 
goal-setting Thursday, Friday 
and Saturday in a special con­ 
vention of the UAW’s Skilled 
Trades Department at Atlantic 
City. N.J. 


UAW President Walter P. Reu- 
ther already has announced the 
union will win “a guaranteed 
annual income’* or will sign no 
contracts with the automakers 
this year. In other words, he’ll 
strike, if necessary, to get it. 


UAW Goal«? 


On top of this, skilled trades­ 
men are expected to adopt these 
goals, either one of which could 
cause a strike: 


1. The right to walkout when 
a company farms to outside 
contractors work which UAW 
members feel they are entitled 
to do. 


2. Lines of demarcation for 
the various skilled trades: spel­ 
ling out just what, and no more, 
an electrician, a millwright or a 
machinist will be expected to do. 


The Big Three automakers, 
General Motors, Ford and Chry­ 
sler, have successfully fought 
off Reuther’s demands for the 
equivalent of a guaranteed an­ 
nual income since 195?. For the 
first time, however, Reuther is 
making it the number one goal 
and a potential strike issue. 


The UAW amended its con­ 
stitution in 1988 to permit seg­ 
ments of its membership, white- 
collar, skilled and production 
workers, to vote separately on 
new contracts with a provision 
that all must Approve before the 
signing of as* agreement. 


Veto Fewer 
Thus, although outnumbered 
more than four-to-one in the 
auto plants, ¿killed workers 
would have veto power. 


Segment voting must be ap­ 
proved in advance by th e 
union's 28-member international 
aifoariivt board, but thare ie Ufr 


tie likelihood it would be denied. 
Pressure« by skilled tradesmen 
for a larger voice has been 
growing. Some even have raised 
threats of withdrawing from the 
UAW.

18th Congressional District." 


Some Harlem sources said 
that Meredith, an independent 
Democrat, bowed to pressures 
from civil rights leaders. There 
aieo were, reports that PowsU. 
through 
Intermediaries, 
had

drop out. 


Cite Unity Nee« 


•Hie appeals were said to have 
been made on pounds of a need 
for Negro unity. Meredith re­ 
portedly was told that by ac­ 
cepting the Republican nomina­ 
tion to run against Powell, a 
Democrat, he would he the 
white man*s candidate. 


Sources said Meredith was 
told that he could make an even 
more dramatic 
gesture by 
giving up the support of the 
white people. This, it was said, 
would make him an even bigger 
hero in the Negro community.

King said 
Ihet it would be much better for 
the House to seat Powell again 
because of what he termed 
“unique factors" which would 
cause Harlem Negroes to vote 
for him en masse.

Almost half of til drivers in­ 
volved in Michigan’s 2,284 fatal 
traffic accidents in 1966 had 
been drinking, and were driv­ 
ing too fast on two lane roads 
at night within 25 miles of 
home, in cars whose average 
age was 3.2 years with no me­ 
chanical defects and no seat 
belts, 
Automobile

Fred N. Rehm revealed today. 


Driver failure was primary 
cause of 89 per cent of the 
deaths. 


These facts emerge from a 
61-pagt study, titled *‘How To 
Bring 
More 
Back 
Alive,** 
which projects a representative 
20 per cent sample of Michi­ 
gan’s 1966 deaths. It will be 
‘ published next week along with 
Auto Club’s suggestions on 
what to do about the seven per 
cent incrtase in traffic deaths 
last year. 


Bad Oaea Drive 


Triple A safety analysts 
visited scenes of 435 traffic 
deaths in July, August and 
ever Mémorial Day weekend 
,and antfjrzed them plus dri­ 
vers^ racords and what drivers 


had been doing immediately 
prior to the accidents. 


Other facts the study reveals: 
The point system identifies 
bad drivers but does not pro­ 
tect the rest of society by tak­ 
ing them off the road. The 10 
worst drivers involved in the 
363 accidents studied had a life­ 
time average of 44 points each, 
11 times more than the average 
driver ^ets in his lifetime. They 
had 
an 
average 
of 
eight 
speeding or reckless driving 
convictions. 


Four per cent of the drivers 
involved had a total of 35 sus­ 
pensions, with one suspended 
eight times. But nearly 20 per 
cent of drivers whose licenses 
are suspended or revoked get 
them back or have the suspen­ 
sions modified by appeal boards 
or the courts. 


Not Old Cars 
*‘Any drivtr who has over 12 
points in any two-year period 
is headed for ^a serious acci­ 
dent,*' Rehm said. f*His chances 
of being involv«d in a fatal ac­ 
cident are almost eight times 
greater than the «veragt dri­ 
ver. 


“Our investigators, who are 
not auto engineers, could find 
no evidence that vehiclt dtfects 
played a significant rolt as ac­ 
cident causes,** Rehm said. 
“They could find only ona bild 
tire that may have contributtd 
to severity of an accident, but 
could not have causcd it. Tirt 
defects wert found on six cars, 
along with one light and one 
brake defect. 


“Old can — the kind that 
look tmsafa standing sUll — 
were in a surprisingly small 
minority,** Rehm said. **Avar- 
agt age of the cars was thrat 
years and three months, with 
less than seven per cent 10 
years or older. Only IS per 
cent of the cars checked had 
seat belts, and in only two 
cases were they used.

A record turnout of repre­ 
sentatives of the 7 Michigan 
United 
Conservation 
Club's 
clubs in the Upper Peninsula 
was told by state leaders of the 
state’s biggest sportsmen’s fed­ 
eration at their regional meet­ 
ing here, at Marco’s on Sunday 
to support basic conservation 
programs like the fight on wa­ 
ter pollution and on curbs on 
the ownership of firearms. 


If the waters become pollut­ 
ed so they won’t support fish 
and wildlife, and if Congress 
enacts a stringent gun control 
bill, there won’t be much point 
in arguing about deer shooting, 
suggested Joseph 
Strait of 
Fruitport, president of 
the 
MUCC. Members of sportmens 
clubs tend to giet most concern­ 
ed with game management and 
often neglect the conditions 
which destroy its habitat. 


Dr. John Kitchal of Grand 
Haven, vice president of MUCC 
and head of its Fish Committee, 
told of legislation affecting the 
state’s fisheries and esptdally 
the reorientation of the Fish Di­ 
vision of the Conservation De­ 
partment. 


Geedmaa Fresliea 
Gerald Goodman of Iron 
River, Kegion 1 vice president 
oi MUCC presided at tlM ses­ 
sion, attenoed by 85 club rep­ 
resentatives and also by rep­ 
resentatives of the Conserva­ 
tion Department and UJS. For­ 
est Service. The meeting took 
action on resolutions to be pre­ 
sented at the MUCC stata con­ 
vention in Manlstaa in June aa 
follows: 


• Calling on MUCC and Its 
clubs to make an all-out effort 
to inform the public on the 
harm that would be dona by the 
Dodd Fireaims Bill to curtail 
the right to own and cany fire­ 
arms. Carried. 


• Because the Isle Royale 
study of moose-wolf relations 
has “proved that predators do 
stabilize the preferred species 
without the man harvest of 
them, leaving the sportsmen 
without his wants and needs 
satisfied or recognized, the 
MUCC should study the pro­ 
blem of bounties on predators 
in terms of the U.P. area, and 
recommend that the bounty be 
reinstated on fox and bobcats.** 
Carried. 


Traainalitaig 


• Because Keweenaw Bay is 
a natural spawning ground for 
lake trout and a line protected 
area for sports fishing, the part 
south I of the Portage Lake 
Lighthouse and the mouth of 
the Big Huron River should be 
cloeed to commercial fishing 
for lake trout. Referred to the 
MUCC Fish Committee lor re­ 
drafting. 


• Because the staggered sea­ 
son for deer In the Upper and 
Lower Peninsulas is not good 
management, the opening day 
should be the Saturday nearest 
Nov. 15.

• Because the bear hunting 
season with dogs extends too 
close to the deer season and 
spooks the deer and drives 
them into dieep swamps, bear 
hunting with dogs in the U.P.

ing program set up by the Fish 
Division of the Conservation

what measures are necessary to 
improve the brook, brown and 
rainbow trout fishing by re­ 


stocking and habitat improve­ 
ments.

A Panax PubUeatiMi 
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Opposing The Tax 


The tax committees of the House and Senate of 
the Michigan Legislature sent representatives to the 
Upper Peninsula last week to see which way the ball 
of public opinion was bouncing on the proposed state 
income tax.

Good question. There’s a good answer, too! The 
legislators gave it. Simply, it’s this: 


nrhe state economy has been perking along in hot 
style with gains of as much as 10 and 12 per cent a year. 
The money flush overfilled the state treasury with a 
surplus of almost $100 million. It also led the public to 
ask for moi*e state services—more school aid, welfare 
help, higher pay, etc., and the Legislature ordered them. 


Now the econ<Hny has slipped. It’s still healthy but 
down to a normal increase rate of about 4 or 5 per 
cent a year. Coupled with declining tax income is de­ 
mand for state services like school aid for 50,000 more 
children every year. The state sun^ua is being used 
up fast and a deficit is shaping.

That’s no longer a **Ho-Hum” item under the new

The Governor won’t sign a bill appropriating money 
unless the tax to provide it is enacted.

It could be as much as 15 per cent 
in school aid. It could take away the old folks* home» 
stead tax exemption. It has already held up the ulti­ 
mate steps of Medicaid, the federal-state ^‘iree’* med« 
ical and dental care program for the indigent and low 
income people.

EAST LANSING — A sym­ 
posium at Michigan State Uni­ 
versity has set the stage for es­ 
tablishment of local citizens* 
groups throughout the state to 
I fight water pollution. 


Federal and state officials 
met at the March 4 session to 
lay the groundwork for a series 
of public hearings on a local 
level, at which citizens and 
groups can voicc their opinions 
on use of rivers and lakes in 
their area.

TRENTON (AP)-PoUce con­ 
sidered today possible action 
against three teen-agers ac­ 
cused of printing and distribut­ 
ing anti-Semetic literature. 


Trenton Police said the three 
Detroit youngsters told them 
Saturday that they had printed 
and distributed the material in 
three downriver suburbs and 
Oak Park. But they denied any 
connectk» with the March 1 des- 
ecreation and burning of the 
Beth Isaac Synagogue in Tren­ 
ton. 


Police said the three were ar­ 
rested on a tip and that a fourth 
was being sought. 


Trenton Detective Lt. Donald 
Harrison said the three were re­ 
leased Saturday, but will be con­ 
tacted again today. He said he 
would check with the Wayne 
County prosecutor’s office to see 
what charges might apply. 


Harrison said the three told 
him they printed the literature 
because they felt the synagogue 
fire was getting "too much pub* 
Ucity considering all the other 
terrible things happening in the 
world.** 


Maris rec<mmended that the 
court continue to permit Chi­ 
cago to divert the same amount 
of water from Lake Michigan 
that it now does and not to 
force the city to return its 
used water to the lake as treat­ 
ed sewage efflueht. 


The court is expected to 
approve such an agreement. 


A hint of a settlement came 
when the high court, at the 
request of all the principal 
parties, extended for 60 days 
the deadline for filing excep­ 
tions to Maris’ report. 


The new deadline is May 8. 
Attorneys for the six states 
that brought suit have held a 
number of meetings to discuss 
a settlement. 


The six states are New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Michigan, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


Thomas C o r b e t t , deputy 
Pennsylvania attorney gener­ 
al, summed up the reason such 
a settlement is possible: 


“This is a case that every­ 
body thinks he won.’* 


William F. Eich Jr., assist­ 
ant Wisconsin attorney gener­ 
al, agreed and said: “We in 
Wisconsin feel, we have gained 
more than we have lost.” 
Raymond Haik, special Min­ 
nesota assistant attorney gen­ 
eral, 
also 
agreed, 
saying: 
“Judge Maris must have had 
the wisdom of Solomon when 
he drew up these recommen­ 
dations.
